ewelue pence, and io afcerthe rate, except all 
manner of woollen cloth made or wrought, or 
that ſhall be made or wroughr within this our

7,0n,and not borne Alien, carried,or to be cars 
ried out of this our {aid Realme, And al} man« 
ner of woolles, wooll-felles, and hides, and 3; 
backes of leather,alſo carried, or tobe carried |} 
out of this our Realme, And all Wines, and | 
all manner of freſh fiſh, and Beftiall comming, « 
or that is, or ſhall come into this our R-almes 
35 in the ſame Act amongſt other things at |] 
Jargeis contained. And whereas our late dear & 
Siſter Queene Mary, hauing the like Poun«» « 
dage or Sublid.c granted vnto her by a Sta® ( 
c 
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ture made inthe firtt yeere of her Raigne,and 
confidering that the ſame Poundage or Sub ſia 
. dy was granted ynto her for the defence of her 
Rcalme, and the ſafegard of her Seas for inter= 
- courſe of Marchandizes ſafely to comein, and 
paſſe our of the ſame: And therefore thinking 
it expedient that ſhe ſhould be duly anſwered | 
thereof towards the maintenance of her ſaid 
charges,did therefore cauſe the prices and yae | 
lues of divers goods and Marchandizes liable

According to which Booke, 
the prices & values of Marchandizes, brought 
into this Realme,and carried forth ofthe ſame, 
haue firhence the making of the ſaid Booke 
been taken andeſteemed, and the Poundage or 
Subſidic thereof paied and anſwered ynto our 
faid deare $' (ter Queene Mary, and to our 
lace deare Siſter Queene ELIZABETH, and 
toys accordingly. And Whereas we are Cre= 
dibly given to ynderſtand, that diuers of the 
Goods, Wares, Marchandizes and Commo=- 
dities valucd and priced in the ſaid Booke, 
are therein valued and priced at vnder values 
to our greatlofle and hindrance :* and thar dis. 
uers of the ſaid Goods, Marchandizes and 
Commodities,are rated at too highand deare 
a rate, to the great prejudice and burthen of 
the ſaid Marchants, as well Subics as Strane 
gers: And that divers Goods, Wares,and Mar- 
chandizes,both ofthole that are brought into 
this Realme, and of thoſe that are traniported 
anc carried forth of the ſame, are nor at all ya- 
lued, priced or mentioned in the ſaid Booke : 
Whereby the ſaid Sublidie or Poundage bath

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hicherto been rated only by theothes of ther 
ro whom the ſaid Goods, Wares, and Mar« 
chandizes did belong. Wee ler yow wit, that 

for reformation thereof, and tothe intent that 
all and finguler ſuch Goods, Wares, Marchan- 
dizes and Commodities as at any time here= _ 
after ſhall be brought into this our Realme, or 
tranſported and carried forth of the ſame, ſhall 
and may, both for the true anſwering vnto vs 


- ofthe ſaid Subſidie or Poundage,according ta 


the true intenc of the ſaid Statute, and for the 
eaſe of the ſaid Marchants, be reaſonably and 
nndiffcrently rated and valued : Wee have of 
late by our Commiſſhon ynder our great Seale 
of England, cauſed inquirie and examination 
to bee made, what reaſonable and indifferent 
yalues and prices, may, and ought, according 
to the true meaning of the ſaid Statute, be ra= 
rtedand fer ypon all andeuery the ſaid Goods, 
Wares and Marchandizes, for the true anſwe- 
ringyntoys of ſuch Poundage and Subſidie, 
as by the ſaid Statute is, and qught tobe iuſily 
and truly paid vnto vs : and according to 
{uch report and certificate, as our Commiſſio- 
ners in that bchalfe aſſigned, have made vnto 
Vs: Wehaue cauſed all the Goods and Mar- 
chandizes chargeable, ro and with the aid 
Subſidie, being either brought in, or tranſpor- 
tedout of this Reahne, together with the ſcue-

ſures and contents of the fame,and the values, 
Hg and rates thereof, found and certified ra 


ce reaſonable and indifferent for the purpoſe 
aforeſaid, by our Commiſſioners in this be- 
halfe aſſigned, to bee particularly centred and 
expreſled inthis preſent Booke, containing in 
leaues written on both fides,thirtie and ſeuen, 
co the intent we may be iuſtly anſwered of the 
ſaid Subſidics or Poundage, according to the 
tenor of the At of Parliament afore mentio- 
ned. eAnd whereas allo our (aid late deare Si- 
Ner,Queene M a r y,finding the Cuſtome and 
Subſidic of Wools, becing in yearely Reue- 
nue very great to divers her noble Progeni- 
tors,to bee greatly decaied, becauſe thar lefſe 
Wooll was ſhipped and carried forth of the 
Realme, and much more Wooll made into 
Clothes, and carried out of the ſame in Cloth, 
by way of Marchandize, then before in the 
time of her Progenicors had been yſed. And 
minding in reaſonable ſort, to maintaine the 
Cuſtomes, being the moſt ancient and certaine 
Revenue ofher Crowne, did ypon deliberate 
conſideration, in recompence of part of the 
laid great loſſe, by aduice ofher Councell, aſ- 
ſeſſe ypon Clothes carried our of this Realme 
by way of Marchandize,a certaine rate for the

(hall from,8& immediately after notice to them 
given of this our pleaſure, leuie, and take vp 
to our vſe, the ſaid Subſidie or Poundage of

Prouided alwaies, and our will is, that if at a« 
py time hereafcer it ſhall plainely appeare yn= 
to our Treaſurer and Barons of our ſaid Courr 
for the time being, that the Rare, value, kinde, 
name,lcngth,or content of any Wares or Mar- 
chandizes mentionedin this Booke, bee miſ=

Colefiſh, Herrings,Sprots, Hadocks, Newlade 
fiſh,all ſorts of Salc, and all forts of fowles) or 
which concerne matter of CIMnntion nece([arie 
for the defence and maintenance of our Kinge 
domes (as Cables, Hallers,and all ſorts of Cor- 
dage, Maſts, Oares, Pitch, Tarre,Traine-oyle, 
Pipe-boards , Barrell-boards , Bow-ſtaues, 
Pikes, Halberds, Muskers, Calliuers,Corſlers, 
Curats, Head-peeces, Mutirians, Harneſſe- 
plates, Flaskes, Touch-boxzs, Match, Gun= 
powder, Saltpeter, Hories and Mares) or ſuch 
as mere puſſable commodits.s , which ſerne for 
maintenance of Trade and Namigation, being 
CHMarchandizes vor wſnal'ly vented and ſpent 
within the Kingdome, but brought inwith pur= 
poſe tobe tranSþorred ont agame(as W.x, Cao 
uiare, Muſcovie hides, and Tallow, Barbarie 
hides, Guinia and India hides, and Goate 
s$kinnes) or /#ch fMarchandizes as [erne for 
the ſetting the people of our Kg dome on worke 
(as Cotton wooll, Cotton yarne, raw Silke, 
and rough Hempe) or ſuch as ſerne for the ine 
riching of our Kingaome (3s Gold and Siluer 
in bullion or plate, and all ſorts of Iewels and

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carles) or ſuch Marchandizes as were oney- 
valued in tur bocke of Rates for Snubſudie, (as 
"Levant Taffaties, China Taffaties, China Sat- 
rens,Gold and Silverthreed, Buſtians, Brizell 
Ticks, vawatred Chamblers, Dozen Corke, 
Bomeſpars, Cantſpars, Caprauens, Barlings, 
Firpoles,Firbaulkes, Neſt-boxes, blacke Cony- 
$kinnes, Hairc-burcons, greene Copperas, O- 
ker and read Farth,) 

Yet »otwithRaxding all our ſaid care, (by 
reaſon of the general and large extent of ſome 
words in our ſaid Letters Patents) ſome com- 
modities were made liable to the ſaid Impoſiti- 
on5, which were found ro bee wery inconuenient © 
and burthenſome; in regard whereof, diners of 
our Subiclts became petitioners, to hane they 
freed from payment of the [aid Impoſitions, Now 
go the end that ut may appeare how readie wee 
bane been,and ener will be, not onely to hearken 
zo the complaints of our loning Subictts, but al- 
fo to pre them ſuch ſarirtattion, as ſhall bee an- 
ſwerable to their reaſonable and inſt requeſts : 
We hane therefore by ſant'ry of our priute Seales 
b:retofore direfted wnto you, not only abated the 
Impoſitions wpon atuers commodities emported, 
(which were thought to bee charged oner high) 
(as Victerie Canuas, Muſcauados Super, and 
all ſorts of Reifins ;) but alſo clearely acquited 
ana freed diners other commodities both impor=

ped and exported, (which were thought wnfir ro 
þ e charged, frompaiment of any manner of the 
Impoſitions, which by our ſaid Letters Patents 
were laid vpon them ; as all ſorts of Deale= 
boards, Clapboards, rough Flax, Rice,Iron, 
Iriſhyearne, and Geneua Velucts(being IMar- 
thandizes imported) eAnd likewiſe all ſorts of 
graine, (when it may lawfully be tranſported) 
and all the Manufactures of this Kingdome,(ex. 
cepting only Bayes and Pewter) being Marchan- 
dizes exported. - | 
And although we haue thus farre giuen way 
wnto their deſires, and yeelded ts their request ; 
yer ſome of thoſe whom reaſon cannot ſatisfie, 
are apt to continue their complaints for further 
fanour and eaſe in this matter, That it may fur= 
ther appeare, that none [hall hee maye readse to 
diſconer any mconuentence, then we will bee to ve= 
forme it, or to make any hamble or honeſt com- 
plaint then wee toheare and caſe them; wee are 
pleaſed, and doe by theſe preſents for vs, our 
heires and ſucceſſors, will and command, that 
from and after the feaſt of $.Michael the Arch<_ 
angel now neXt enſuing the date hereof, no man« 
nr of [mp1ſrtiuns ſhall bee required or paid by 
force of the Letters Patents before mentioned, 
vpn any Marchanaizes which ſhall bee ſhipped 
and tranſported out of this our Kingdome, of 
what kind or natare [oener, excepting onely vpo3 
DS. Bayes, 
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Bayes, Lead, Tinneand Pewter: 4udof Bayes 
alſo,we hae (by our priate Seale alreadie direce 
ged unto you) giuen order, that the ſingle Bayes 
of Barſtable in our {, ountie of Deuon, all bee 
bhewnſe freed from payment of any Impo#t, and 
ſo onr pleaſure is, they ſhall ſtand, But concey« 
ning then HMarchandizes which are brought 
mnto this our Kinzdome, foraſmuch as they are of 


diners kinaes and natures, ſome beeing manu- 
faltures of other Nations, which if they were 
brought in umeroaght intheir ſimple materials, 
the people of our Kingdome might thereby be ſet 
on worke ; others betrng ſuch e Marchandizes,as 
are rather tending toſuperfluitie, then for the 


 meceſſarie w/e of our Subietts, or any waies for 


phe inriching of our Kingdomes : and others are 
fo much wnderualued in our Rates for Subſiate, 
as we are thereby much ſhortned of that which is 
due untowvs by our Lawes : Therefore although 
wee hane been pleaſed to acquit and free all the 
aforementioned commoditses Inwards and Ont 
wards, as aforeſaid: andare now alſo further 
reſolucd to abate and leſſen the Impoſitions of 


ſome commodities,and to acquit and free diners 


other commodities Inwarads : yer arewe neither 


fo improuident of the good eff ate of our Subieltr, 


nor ſo inſenſ;ble of eur owne loſſe, as to free all 
ehe commodities of thee kindes and natnres, 


from payment of the Impoſitions alreadieſet and 


impoſed
